DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Japanese Pat. No. 
JP6002775 (Yokoyama et al.) disclose a valve comprising a body (1), a valve seat (6), a bonnet 
(16), a diaphragm (1 1), an elastic member (20) that is an o-ring, an annular groove (7), an inner 
side surface (right hand side surface of groove 7 in figure 2), an outer side surface (left hand side 
surface of element 7 in figure 2), a bottom surface (bottom surface of element 7 in figure 2), and 
an L-shape cross section (8, 12) but lacks the clastic seal disposed in the annular groove.
